1968 Vietnam combat loss

SAIGON (UPI) — American combat 
losses in 1968 nearly equaled the number 
of GIs killed and wounded in the first 
seven years of the Vietnam war, U.S. 
headquarters said, today.

PARIS (UPI) — American and South 
Vietnamese negotiators conferred today 
on how to break the two-month deadlock 
over the opening of new talks on Viet- 
nam. 
There was no immediate confirmation 
of rum ors that the two allies were coi>- 
sidering new 
compromise offers on 
the procedural issues to be submitted to 
Communist negotiators. 
Cyrus R. Vance, No, 2 American nego 
tiator, conferred for 50 minutes with Sai­ 
gon delegation chief Pham Dang Lam. 
Lam said afterwards "We have resumed 
our meetings after the Christmas holi­ 
days," but refused to comment on details. 
The talks, originally scheduled for 
Nov. 6, so far have not been able to start 
because of an unresolved quarrel over 
the shape of the conference table. The 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong delega- 
tions demand — and the allies reject — 
seating arrangements making the Viet 
Cong co-equal with Saigon in the negotia- 
ting room. 
Observers believed that as soon as the 
allies agree to a common position after 
new consulatations with their respective 
governments, they will contact the Hanoi 
delegation to try to strike a bargain. 
American officials insisted they were 
still uncertain when the next Washington 
Hanoi encounter might be held. But the 
United States is known to be eager to 
make another try at resolving the proce­ 
dural deadlock during the administration 
of President Johnson. 
If the conference is to get underway, 
Deputy Negotiators Cyrus R. Vance of the 
United States and Col. Han Van Lau of 
North Vietnam must reach an official ac­ 
cord on the shape of the table to be used 
and other procedural m atters. 
They have not met since Vance’s trip 
to the United States for Christmas. When 
he returned to Paris last weekend, Vance 
indicated that Washington—was prepared 
to do everything possible to achieve a 
breakthrough. 
Optimism that progress might come 
soon is now based on the Viet Cong’s 
decision to release three American pri­ 
soners during a meeting on the Vietnam 
battlefield Wednesday, and perhaps to 
free others. 
South Vietnam accused the Viet Cong 
Wednesday of attempting to use the liber­ 
ation of U.S. servicemen as " a mini­ 
conference with near diplomatic protocol 
in the field." 
The statement issued by Pham Dang 
Lam, chief of the Saigon mission to the 
Paris 
conference, 
highlighted differ­ 
ences between the two allied delegations. 
Washington 
must 
hold 
extensive 
consultations 
with 
South 
Vietnam 
before each session with Hanoi in an 
effort to develop a common position 
which might lead to a compromise on the 
issue of status for the Viet Cong. 
The Saigon government has so far ojv 
posed seating the Viet Cong separately.

Big power peace 
initiative asked 
by Soviet Union

LONDON (UP!) — The Soviet Union to­ 
day asked Britain to join with her, the 
United States and France in a big pow­ 
e r Middle East peace initiative, diplo­ 
matic sources said. 
Soviet Ambassador Mikhail Smirnov- 
sky conveyed the Kremlin’s appeal to 
B ritish Foreign Secretary Michael Ste­ 
wart in a 30-minute meeting today, ar­ 
ranged at the Russian’s request.

day’s discussions "dealt with the Mid­ 
dle E ast." The Soviets were understood 
to have urged a speedy big power ini­ 
tiative for a settlement of the Middle 
East conflict to avert a threatening re­ 
sumption of bigger military action that 
could mushroom into a major war. 
The Soviets were also understood to 
be pushing a three-stage Middle East 
plan which aims at step-by-step dees­ 
calation of the conflict. 
The Soviet ideas, according to diplo­ 
matic informants, provide for a with­ 
drawal or part withdrawal of the Is­ 
raelis from occupied Arab territory, 
starting with the Suez Canal. 


The Russian plan reportedly envisages 
a final settlement to be guaranteed by 
the Big Four powers, including secure 
frontiers and freedom of navigation in 
the area. 
Western, notably American and Bri­ 
tish, reaction to the Soviet initiative has 
so far been guarded. 
Authoritative sources in London shrug­ 
ged oft the idea of an immediate Big 
Four power conference to settle the 
Mideast conflict.

More fuel theft losses 
expected in Thailand 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Navy petro­ 
leum inspector credited with tipping off 
government auditors to huge thefts of U.S. 
fuel in Thailand says sim ilar losses 
worth "considerably more money" are 
still to be investigated. 
The inspector, John M. McGee, told 
UPI in an interview that the undiscover­ 
ed thefts also involved U.S. government- 
owned fuel in Southeast Asia but he de­ 
clined to elaborate. 
Tuesday the General Accounting OP 
fice (GAO), whick keeps tabs on federal 
spending for Congress, confirmed over 5 
million gallons of fuel were stolen in 
Thailand in 1967. 
The tipoff on the theft, credited to Mo 
Gee, a civilian, has stirred an uproar in 
high Navy echelons. 
It resulted in the Navy’s promptly 
transferring 
him back to the states, 
the 35-year-old inspector claim s, and 


putting him on a make-work job in a fuel 
supply office in Alexandria, Va,, last 
November. " I ’m radioactive," McGee 
said of the official Navy attitude toward 
him. "They won’t look at me. They won’t 
talk to me. I’m given the cold treatm ent." 
McGee traced his outcast position to 
having "caused waves" by disclosing the 
thefts. 


Navy spokesmen denied any abuse of 
McGee, however, says he even put in 
writing his desire to stay in Bankok. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D»Wis„ who 
asked the GAO to investigate the Thailand 
fuel situation after a letter from McGee, 
has said he will look into McGee’s allege 
tions of punitive treatment by the Navy. 
In reporting on the Thailand thefts, the 
GAO said "further unidentified thefts of 
fuel may have occurred and the full ex­ 
tent of losses is not known."

“Any person found guilty of 
attempted mutiny, mutiny, or 
sedition, or failure to suppress 
or report a mutiny or sedition, 
shall be punished by death or 
such other punishment as a 
court martial may direct.” 
For 27 prisoners lodged in the 
stockade at the Presidio of San 
Francisco, high on a bluff over­ 
looking the Golden Gate Bridge, 
these terse words from the 
Manual for Courts Martial have 
taken on a grim reality. 
Military 
authorities dusted 
off the infrequently used mutiny 
charge and accused the GI’s of 
“ refusing in concert with others 
to obey orders” during anon- 
violent sit-down strike to call 
attention to alleged inhumane 
conditions. 
A lengthy preliminary hear­ 
ing completed before the Christ­ 
mas ho'idays recommended the 
soldiers be brought to trial. 
The report is before Lt. Gen. 
Stanley 
Larsen, Sixth Army 
commander, who is almost cer­ 
tain to approve. 
So far, however, the Army 
has proceeded cautiously. Ci­ 
vilian lawyers, they charge, are 
attempting to “ turn this into 
some sort of anti-war circus.” 
The sit-down strike began Oct. 
14 when the men refused to go 
on a regularly scheduled work 
detail accompanied by armed 
guards. They said they were 
protesting the fatal shooting, 
three days earlier, of Pvt. Rich­ 
ard Bunch, 19, Detroit, Mich., 
who was shot in the back while 
fleeing a work detail. 
Attorney Terence Hallinan, 
who represents 17 of the alleged 
mutineers, claims Bunch was in 
“ desperate need of psychiatric 
help” 
and actually told the 
guard he was going to try to 
escape “ in hopes he would be 
shot.” 
Army authorities have re­ 
fused all requests by newsmen 
to interview the prisoners. They 
have also denied permission to 
newsmen to visit the stockade, 
although such an inspection was 
permitted before the B u n c h 
shooting. 
Hallinan 
has collected 
10 
hand - written affidavits from 
prisoners he says prove the‘so- 
called mutiny 1» nothing rflore 
than an attempt to force the 
military to rectify the intoler­ 
able and inhumane conditions 
at the stockade.” The affidavits 
allege guards encourage sui­ 
cide attempts, inadequate and 
unsanitary shower and toilet fa­ 
cilities, bad overcrowding and 
inadequate food. 
Col. John C. Ford, Presidio 
Provost Marshal and top mili­ 
tary 
policeman 
on 
the San 
Francisco post, flatly denies the 
charges. 
“ These allegations are just 
the result of prisoners having 
it too easy,” said Ford. “ They 
have 
too much time to sit 
around and try to build up a 
case that they should be let out. 
None of these charges can be 
substantiated because they sim­ 
ply are not true.” 
Ford, who has operated Army 
stockades at Ft.Ord, Calif., and 
Nuernberg, Germany, said the 
charges were an “ unfortunate 
ittempt to tie up officers and 


men that could be in Vietnam 
and helping us end the war.” 
He said civilian attorneys are 
“ trying to turn this into some 
sort of anti-war circus—charg­ 
ing in effect that these prison­ 
ers are being abused because 
they are opposed to the Viet­ 
nam war.” 
“ The fact of the matter is,” 
Ford said, “ that these guys are 
in the stockade because they 
are bad actors — every one of 
them has gone AWOL not once 
or twice, but as many as half 
a dozen times, and it had noth­ 
ing to do with the war. 
“ Five of these men have ac­ 
tually volunteered to go to Viet­ 
nam in order to get out of this 
mess, but we’re not buying. 
And of the whole group of pris­ 
oners, only one has even both­ 
ered to ask for conscientious 
objector status.” 
An affidavit filed by Pvt. 
John David Coup, one of the 
stockade 
prisoners, 
alleges 
there were 33 attempts at sui­ 
cide during the past six months 
involving 21 GI’s. These in­ 
cluded, he said, wrist slashing, 
attempts at hanging, swallow­ 
ing razor blades and drinking 
poisons. 
Stephen R. Rowland, another 
prisoner charged through Halli­ 
nan that on “ at least three oc­ 
casions men have cut their 
wrists and were put in the box 
(solitary coninement) overnight 
without treatment.” 
“ Guards have offered razor 
blades to suicidal prisoners so 
they could try to take their life 
again,” Rowland said, and “ a 
man went into an epileptic fit 
and the guards kicked him.” 
Ford acknowledged “ numer­ 
ous” apparent suicide attempts 
at the facility. He said every 
case was examined by an Army 
doctor “ and not one was classi­ 
fied as a suicide attempt.” 
“ They were rather suicidal 
gestures — people scratching 


themselves with razor blades or 
drinking something or other, 
maybe shampoo, knowing full 
well they were not endangering 
their lives,” he said. 
“ Some of these guys just 
wanted to go to the hospital in 
the middle of the night because 
it gave them a chance to try 
and escape,” Ford said. “ For 
many of the others, it’s just an 
attempt to get sympathy and 
attention and perhaps to try to 
get out of the Army for psychi­ 
atric reasons.” 
The Army policeman specif­ 
ically denied allegations of un­ 
sanitary conditions, overcrowd­ 
ing and poor food. 


“ These guys will clog up the 
toilets and wash basins and 
then 
complain,” 
Ford said. 
“ We have top priority on this 
post and fix them as quickly 
as possible. And I can assure 
you I have the most inspected, 
most looked - after stockade in 
the entire U.S. Army.” 
He said space alloted to the 
stockade population, which fluc­ 
tuates between 100 and 150 pris­ 
oners, “ exceeds every Army 
specificaton” 
and 
provides 
more room than that assigned 
GI’s in regular military bar­ 
racks. 


The food ration, he said, con­ 
sists of “ three balanced meals 
a day adding up to 2100 calories 
per man.” Prisoners are fed 
the same menu as the remain­ 
der of the post and “ most ac­ 
tually gain weight.” 
Hallinan is threatening to de­ 
mand testimony on the entire 
list of allegations when the mu­ 
tiny charges come to trial. 
The 31-year-old attorney, how­ 
ever, may be forced to abandon 
his defense. He personally faces 
charges of assault on a police­ 
man stemming from a demon­ 
stration at San Francisco State 
College.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - Mira 
Slovak is quitting, but don’t 
panic. Maybe he’s kidding. He’s 
kidded before, you know. He’s 
quit before. 
Anyway, with Mira one has to 
be more specific. Exactly what, 
you ask, is Mira Slovak quit­ 
ting? 
—Is he quitting water ski­ 
ing, snow skiing, swimming or 
tennis? No. 
-4s he quitting his job as an 
airlines jet pilot? Absolutely 
not. 
-Is he giving up flying gli­ 
der planes across the Atlantic? 
Don’t be silly. 
-Has he decided flying World 
War II fighter planes upside 
down is too dangerous, Shoot, 
nothing to it. 
—And 
what 
about 
hydro­ 
planes? Has he finally decided 
that jumping out of jet-propell- 
ed speedboats at 152 m.p.h. is 
no 
longer kicks 
for 
a 39- 
year-old 
single 
man? 
Well, 
maybe. 
The word, you see, is catch­ 
ing up with Mira Slovak, how­ 
ever slowly. “ 1 don’t exist like 
most people,” he says. “ I have 
a different quota for punish­ 
ment.” 
Mira Slovak’s quota for pun­ 
ishment is high, very high. 
Five months ago, Slovak flew 
a glider, powered by a 36-h.p. 
Volkswagen engine, from Ger­ 
many, across the North Atlantic 
to Greenland and across the 
United States to Santa Paula, 
Calif. 
“ And they said it couldn’t be 
done,” he said to himself, ap­ 
proaching home. Nineteen feet 
from the runway, the plane hit a 
downdraft and crashed break­ 
ing 11 bones in Slovak’s back, 
his left arm, both hips and col­ 
lapsing his left lung. “ My right 
arm was O.K.,” Mira explain­ 
ed. “ Clean living will get you 
through every time.” 
For the record, 
Mira Slo­ 
vak’s life has been relatively 
clean — jumping into lakes will 
do that. But, as mentioned, he 
may quit the rough stuff. 
“ I think the Outboard World 
Championship in 
Lake Hava­ 
su City, Ariz., will be my last 
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race,” 
he confided recently, 
“ but don’t take me too serious­ 
ly. I’ve quit five other times, 
but right now I don’t think my 
bones can take much more pun­ 
ishment.” 
Sometimes it seems Mira 
Slovak has been making a run 
for it all his life. 
Don’t count all those years he 
won 
hydroplane 
champion­ 
ships, not even 1966 when he 
won the Gold Cup — boat rac­ 
ing’s heavyweight title. 
Start counting that day in 1953 
when Slovak and two friends hi­ 
jacked a Communist airliner in 
Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, and 
flew it to Germany. Start there. 
From that day to this, Slovak 


has been running for it. 
After working for the CIA in 
Germany, Slovak — at age 23 — 
came 
to the 
United 
States 
and two years later wound up as 
personal pilot of William E. 
Boeing, who should know some­ 
thing about pilots. 
Boeing, in fact, started Slo­ 
vak’s hydroplane 
career. “ It 
was an accident,” Mira says. 
“ One day at lunch, Boeing men­ 
tioned that he was looking for an 
unlimited hydroplane 
driver 
for his boat, Miss Wahoo. 
“ I told him I had raced a ka­ 
yak in college, so he laughed 
and hired me.” 
There have been times when 
Slovak 
perhaps 
thought Mr. 


Boeing acted in haste. 
At Lake Tahoe in 1966, Slo­ 
vak was trying to reach 200 
m.p.h. when the supercharger 
on his boat exploded, “ like a 
torch,” he said. Mira leaped 
out, skipped on the water for a 
few 
hundred 
feet and sank. 
Both hips were dislocated. 


“ Water is much more for­ 
giving than ground,” he sighed. 
“ You jump out of an automo­ 
bile it even 100 m.p.h. and it’ll 
break every bone in your body.” 
Unlimited hydroplanes are 
about 35 feet long and can be 
equipped with anything from a 
Rolls Royce engine to a rubber 
band. Rubber bands, however, 
do not generate the 3,000 h.p. 
necessary to win. 


Sometimes, of course, tne ne­ 
cessary 
horsepower 
back­ 
fires, 
so to 
speak. 
There 
was the race in Idaho, for in­ 
stance, when Slovak couldn’t cut 
his engine after he had won. 
“ I steered the boat toward the 
beach and began screaming, 
‘Go away, go away!” Slovak re­ 
called. “ The people would not, 
and I beached in the middle of 
them.” 
Despite his misadventures, 
however, 
Mira leaves hydro­ 
plane racing with nothing but 
affection.

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W ife's Murder 
Sets Husband 
Against Crime

NEW Y O R K -(N E A )—It’s 
been over a year now. And 
H. Bruce P alm er can talk 
about it without the anger or 
the tears rushing inside him. 
It was Sept. 29. 1967. Bruce 
Palm er had left for his office 
in the city. His wife, Dorothy, 
was beginning the day in 
their suburban home. 
Shortly before 9 a.m ., a 
man with a knife broke into 
the house through a window. 
Mrs. P alm er scream ed and 
began to struggle. She used 
a chemical r e p e l l e n t and 
grabbed 
at the 
intruder’s 
knife, but it was no use. 
The man s t a b b e d and 
killed her. 


“ He hit over and over,” 
Palm er rem em bers. “ Over 
and over. The coroner’s re ­ 
port said she had wounds 
five inches deep in her chest. 
She was a lovely lady who 
never harm ed anyone, but 
he stabbed her 20 tim es.” 
The P alm er m u r d e r , of 
course, 
is 
by 
no 
m eans 
unique in Am erica. The FBI 
reports 
there 
were 
m ore 
than i2 000 other killings last 
year. But Bruce P alm er’s 
reaction to the m urder has 
been unique 
In his wife’s 
memory, he has opened up a 
nationwide cam paign against 
the entire underworld. 
Palm er is the founder of 
the infant, but well-heeled

Citizens for J u s t i c e With 
Order (CJO), a social action 
group which seeks to m oti­ 
vate individuals and organi­ 
zations to com bat crim e and 
the causes of it.

Palmer wants to 
raise 10 million workers and 
$25 million in funds by May. 
lie wants ( ’JO branches in 
10.000 cities as soon as pos­ 
sible. lie wants to assemble 
and stimulate a co-operative 
group of grassroots gang- 
busters.

From behind an im ­ 
posing eight-foot desk, the 
industrialist prom ises t h a t 
CJO will soon “ put a fire 
under scared A m ericans.” 


Palm er says that of every 
eight crim es com m itted in 
America, only one crim inal 
is apprehended, prosecuted, 
convicted and penalized. He 
says this statistic alone indi­ 
cates the nation has reason 
to be frightened. 
But people can fight back 
if they wish, he says: “ If 
they have the proper co-op­ 
eration, proper support and 
proper program s, there is no 
reason why private individ­ 
uals can’t help cut down the 
crim e ra te .” 
As exam ple, P alm er points 
to Indianapolis, Ind.: 
“There are a g r o u p of 
women in that city, about 
50,000 of them , who got so 
fed up with crim e they de­ 
cided to do som ething about 
it. They are not a part of 
CJO—yet—but they illustrate 
what we will be doing every­ 
where. 


“They are m onitoring the 
court p r o c e s s . They are 
building up police m orale. 
They are beefing up juvenile 
participation. They are light­ 
ing, up th eir s tr e e ts . A nd th ey 
are m a k i n g it so much 
harder on crooks.” 


Palmer's plan is to have 
’‘Indianapolis” g r o u p s all 
over the nation. Not vigi­ 
lantes, 
he says, but con­ 
cerned i n d i v i d u a I s of all 
races and ages who will work 
with the local and federal 
agencies in crime prevention. 


CJO, he adds, will provide 
m anagem ent and direction. 
“ It’s all up to the people,” 
P alm er b e l i e v e s . “ Being 
afraid or angry isn’t the an­ 
swer. 
Hating 
people 
isn’t 
either. Hating the m an who 
m urdered my wife, for in­ 
stance, won’t bring her back. 
We just have to band to­ 
gether and see to it that in 
the future women will be 
safe in their hom es.”

viewers have been deluged with 
reports

urban problems. 
What, then, was the special 
usefulness of NBC-TV’s two- 
hour Monday night documenta­ 
ry, “ The People Are the City” ? 
Curiously, all the blessings of 
the broadcast stemmed from 
the simple fact of its length- 
that it had two hours to tell its 
story. For what this allowed, 
rather than the mere repetition 
of generally known facts, was 
the 
creation 
of 
the 
most 
important thing of all: a context 
in which to see these facts in 
perspective. 
To the hard - bitten, hard- 
pressed televiewer, it is a 
beautiful thing to see a program 
that 
has 
the 
time 
to be 
leisurely, to flex its muscles 
and 
brainpower, 
to 
employ 
special film techniques, to risk 
a little of that valuable network 
time-but at least to take that 
risk. And so that creation of a 
cinematic context was the most 
significant and welcome thing 
about Monday night’s outing, 
the second program of a three- 
part series, “ White Paper: The 
Ordeal of the American City.” 
As 
the 
broadcast 
noted, 
“ Nothing is simple anymore.” 
Yet the two-hour length of the 
program enabled the familiar 
excursions into black-white re­ 
lationships, 
education, jobs, 
law and order and other urban 
problems to take on a more 
substantial 
feel. There was 
time to plumb the human dimen­ 
sion that results in more than 
the limited news story. 
There were several highly 
poignant moments. One was the 
light-skinned Negro reporter, 
B ill Matney, saying: 
“ A lot of black people don’t 
trust me. They don’t trust white 
institutions, they don’t trust 
NBC and they don’t trust me. I 
worked for NBC. So they see 
me as some kind of ceremonial 
Negro, NBC’s black reporter, 
and ironically, maybe not black 
enough.”

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Great Britain, U.S.A.? 


England’s great newspaper, the Manchester Guardian, edi­ 
torialized recently about the election of Richard Nixon. Its 
point was that Great Britain being more to the left of center 
than the United States at the moment, the election of Hubert 
Humphrey probably would have been assured if England, Ire­ 
land, Scotland, and Wales had been our 51st, 52d, 53d and 54th 
states. 
The Guardian didn’t go so far as to suggest that statehood 
for Britain would be desirable, but its editorial did remind the 
Chicago Tribune of its own suggestion, made in 1943, that it 
would not be difficult for such a thing to be achieved, and might 


be of value to our English cousins. 
‘Membership in our Union would give the British an oppor­ 
tunity to rid themselves, once and for all, of the incubus of their 
nobility and the aristocratic system that goes with it,” the 
Tribune editorialized, probably with tongue in cheek. The ad­ 
vantages of giving up the royal family and the House of Lords 
in return for the privileges and advantages of U.S. statehood, 
the Trib implied, would be worth it. 
The way states’ rights are being kicked around these days, 
however, we somehow feel the proposition would have much 
less appeal than it might have had a quarter of a centurv ago. 


The humane lie 


The nation rejoiced in the release of the crew of the Pueblo 
just before Christmas. The poignant plight of those young men 
had been tearing at our hearts for nearly a year. 
There were serious reservations, however, about the means 
by which tTfe release was achieved. For the United States of 
America to sign officially a lie that had been demanded of us 
for all those 11 months — even though that signature was pre­ 
ceded by a full disclaimer of our “ admission” of guilt — is 
difficult to accept. 
Obviously the disclaimer will mean nothing in the Com­ 
munist world. It is doubtful that it will salvage much of our 
image in the Free World, either. For it is an admission of im­ 


potence in the face of a small enemy; a disturbing evidence that 
we have advanced not a whit beyond the diplomatic debacle in 
Panmunjon; and a doleful warning of what may come out of 
Paris. 


To hold such reservations, such fears is not to say we should 
not have made sure the men of the Pueblo were set free. It is 
not even to say we should not have sunk to the humane lie to do 
it, if that was our only recourse. It is to say, rather, that 
there must be in the American entity some greater strength, 
some greater wisdom than this capitulation indicates. Humane 
we shall always be; but craven? Heaven help us, no! 
Letter to the editor 
Dear Sir: 
The last whistle has blown, the divi­ 
sional football champions of each of the 
three divisions of the Lompoc Youth 
Football League have been decided, the 
uniforms have been collected and three 
hundred and forty of Lompoc's younger 
athletes are free to join the city-spon­ 
sored competitive basketball or swim­ 
ming programs. And upon the termination 
of the schedules of these last two youth 
athletic programs, time will once again 
signal the boys to report to the baseball 
parks for the assembling of their teams, 
or, if newcomers to the baseball pro­ 
gram, for try-outs prior to being placed 
on a team. 
The chronological sequence of the ac­ 
tivities mentioned above enables any nor­ 
mal Lompoc boy to engage in competitive 
athletics for longer than nine months; 
the underwriting of this athletic project 
is shared by the City of Lompoc Parks 
and Recreation Department, the Lompoc 
Baseball Little League, the Lompoc Babe 
Ruth League, and the Lompoc Youth 
Football League. 
Behind the facade of each of the non­ 
city government sponsored projects, one 
finds a relatively small group ofindivick 
uals unselfishly giving of their time and 
energies so that the sons of the majority 
of Lompoc's families, in addition to the 
families themselves, will find our town 
a more attractive place than it would be 
otherwise. In addition, many of this min­ 
ority do not confine their activities to 
one program but literally “ change uni­ 
forms," along with the youngsters, and 
serve in diverse capacities in several 
of the athletic programs. We and our 
youngsters are lucky to have the number 
of such people adequate to do the job for 
us each year. The unobtrusive parts 
played by these people in guaranteeing 
the operation of “ the league" (whichever 
one it may be at the time) constitute a 
human 
resources 
investment 
that, 
perhaps, in concert with the tone of the 


times, is too often taken too much for 
granted. However, these people recog­ 
nize the needs inherent in mounting and 
maintaining the community youth athle­ 
tic programs and have so geared their 
time and energies that the requirements 
of each program are successfully met. 
For the present and the immediate fu- 
ture, the youth football program is in 
experienced and capable hands, but, as 
I see it, unless more parents or inter­ 
ested adults step forth this coming year 
and gain the experience relative to the 
operation of the program, the Lompoc 
Youth Football League could easily fal­ 
ter, fail, and become only a memory. 
This year, due to the unselfish invest­ 
ment of hundreds of hours by the excel­ 
lent board of directors who went out into 
the community to gain the necessary suj> 
port, we were able to meet the added de­ 
mand put upon us by the uncontemplated 
number of boys signing up for our 1968 
season. 
Although our program was 
geared and budgeted for the serving of 275 
boys, the board, not wanting to turn down 
any boy, elected to expand and include 
sixty five more gridsters (financially 
speaking, this move was equal to the ad- 
dition of two and three fifths more teams 
and necessitated the stretching out of 
the league’s financial neck to obligate it* 
self for the acquisition of $3,000 ofaddi- 
tional equipment — to equip one player, 
fifty dollars must pass from the league 
treasury to the till of the equipment sup­ 
pliers), thus bringing the total number 
of youngsters served to 340. 
This concession to the added demand 
resulted in renewed attempts to interest 
more businesses and clubs in assuming 
sponsorship roles in order that this 
added commitment could be met; how­ 
ever, we completed the season with three 
teams going sponsorless. The support we 
sorely needed came from the community 
at large as they responded to our in­ 
creased money raising appeals entailed 
in the pancake breakfast, the sale of

'your hair styled!'"

decals, as well as the acceptance of cash 
donations from individuals and business­ 
es, the concession stand, and the sale of 
team pictures.

The new Nixon Administration has 
been called upon to evaluate Red Mao 
Tse-tung’s neat little November 26whis­ 
per (through Warsaw) suggesting “ peace­ 
ful coexistence" talks with the United 
States. The answer to Peking is tied in 
with President Johnson’s known desire 
for a summit meeting with the Moscow 
leaders before he leaves office.

right or wrong. Here 
is that rare kind of basic decision from 
which countless others which are to 
come will flow and which will control 
Mr. Nixon’s future moves. 
The keystone conception of our for­ 
eign policy has been that the Soviet split 
with Red China is irredeemable and 
that, behind the scenes, Moscow will 
side with us for world stabilization 
against Peking. 
Washington’s conclusion itself in this 
regard serves as a premise. It accounts 
for numerous concessions to Moscow that 
mystify the public. Mr. Nixon and in­ 
coming Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers are asking: Is the premise sound? 
The arguments between Moscow and 
Peking are basically concerned with the 
problem: Which is the best way to bury 
the Western world and erect a Red world? 
The split has obscured this fact, and the 
second feature of the split builds our 
policy’s foundation on quicksand, not 
rock. 
The Soviet split is with Mac Tse-tung, 
not Red China. 
All Kremlin propaganda media use ev­ 
ery possible device to distinguish be­ 
tween Red China and Mao. This is the 
main line of Soviet policy. 
The Chinese provocations against the 
Soviet’s Peking Embassy were invari­ 
ably blamed on the “ Mao Tse-tung 
group,” “ Maniacal Mao,” etc. All So­ 
viet warnings are always against Mao. 
Pravda has just finished running a ser­ 
ies entitled, “ On the Anti-Soviet Policy 
of Mao Tse-tung and His Group." Near­ 
ly every word is about Mao. Nothing else 
is wrong with Red China. Moreover, 
Pravda and Izvestia alike consistently 
insist that all of China is not “ infect­ 
ed by the canker of Mao.” They never 
stop hammering this hammered nail. 
Molodoi Kommunist, a required bible 
within the 
party, 
warns 
repeatedly 
against “ the tense situation made by 
Mao” along the 5,000 - mile Sinc-So- 
viet frontier. The entire Soviet press 
and radio endlessly charge Mao (never 
Red China) with border violations. Beam­ 
ed throughout the Red world, the Krem­ 
lin equivalent of our Voice of America 
accuses Mao around the clock, and in­ 
variably expresses sympathy to the Chi­ 
nese and their country for what’s all 
Mao’s fault. 
In the way that we proclaimed our 
distinction between Hitler and the Ger­ 
man people — and, in fact, between Hit­ 
ler and Germany — so does the Kremlin 
distinguish between Mao and Red China. 
Precisely as within the Soviet Union, 
Mao’s dictum that “ the gun must nev­ 
er command the party" is sheer non­ 
sense The gun is the party. This in­ 
volves the army as the outside gun and 
the guns of the secret police on the in­ 
side of the party. Mao’s concern is with 
power, and certainly not with philosophy, 
ideology or whatever Moscow and Peking 
choose to call it in their clash. 
Naturally, the Soviet Union and Mao 
alike hold out the carrot to us when 
they wish. But how meaningful are the 
carrots? 
On April 17, 1967, Soviet Communist 
party chief Leonid I. Brezhnev made a 


major policy address to 2,200 delegates 
at the East Germany party’s Congress in 
East Berlin. Again, as he has since, 
Brezhnev unabashedly outlined ways by 
which “ the defeat for the American ad­ 
venture (in Vietnam) would come consid­ 
erably faster,” 
measures that would 
speed up “ the American fiasco." 


Yet in our fundamental premise we 
have constantly swallowed the carrots 
and downgraded the sticks.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Whatever finesse he may use to avert 
a clash, Mr. Nixon as president is like­ 
ly to find himself in a head-on confronta­ 
tion with the top men of organized labor. 
The signs are clear that Nixon would 
like to avoid a fight. He would like 
to be known as a president who reconcil­ 
ed labor, management and government. 
But in a very 
real sense he may be 
boxed in. Three programs that Nixon 
and his aides consider crucial seem al­ 
most certain to cause consternation in 
the nation’s major unions: 
—For one, Nixon 
and 
his men want 
to revise the Taft- 
Hartley Act to give 
more weight to the 
public interest.

ty. The revised law, 
as Nixon men see it, ideally would 
bar government employes from strik­ 
ing as the teachers recently did in New 
York, with such unfortunate results for 
the pupils (regardless of the rights and 
wrongs of the issues). 
But stronger barriers against strikes 
likely to do real harm to the public 
would not be limited to government em­ 
ployes. The changes in law would also 
be aimed at strikes that would tie up 
the docks of major cities simultaneous­ 
ly, that would reduce water or power sup­ 
plies seriously or dangerously curtail 
the movement of goods by rail or truck. 


To offset these restraints, Nixon and 
his advisers favor greater use of arbi­ 
tration for government employes. Nixon 
is determined to propose legislation 
to insure the participation of federal em­ 
ployes in the formulation and imple­ 
mentation of personnel policies direct­ 
ly related to their employment. The pro­ 
posed law would spell out procedures to 
insure that charges of unfair labor 
practices would be heard by an indepen­ 
dent group. It would also provide inde­ 
pendent machinery for hearings when a 
government employe felt his personal 
rights were being violated. 


—There is a strong feeling, among 
some of Nixon’s men at least, that the 
Fair Employment Practices Act must be 
enforced more vigorously in labor unions 
as well as with employers. These Nixon 
men believe that in some fields of em­ 
ployment union practices make it exceed­ 
ingly difficult for Negroes to enter trades 
in major metropolitan areas. 
Nixon’s men note that in the fair em­ 
ployment field, the law is already writ­ 
ten and on the books, that it applies to 
both unions and employers, and that there 
is an Equal Employment Opportunities 
Commission established by law to over­ 
see compliance. These Nixon men believe 
the Johnson administration has been lax 
in enforcing the law where unfair union 
practices are concerned. 
-Nixon’s men are 
determined to 
strengthen the dollar and halt the gold 
drain. One necessary major attack, they 
believe, is to strengthen the U.S. compe­ 
titive position by slowing inflation and by 
helping industry to cut costs and thus 
better compete with foreign producers.
